WATER TEARS 
MACADAM WHEN 
MAIN BURSTS 


Chestnut Street Is Torn Up by 
Flood That Spreads for 
Blocks.

Sewers Prove Inadeauate to 
Carry Off the Flood Which 
Arose as From Springs. 


The breaking of an eight-inch water 
main in GQestnut street, east of Ninth 
street, at 10:40 a. m. Tuesday, converted 
the street into a river and ripped the 
bituminous macadam paving in an ir- 
regular line for half a block and made 
the whole surface undulate as though it 
were water itself. 

The water gushed through rents in the 
street covering and filled the gutters for 
several blocks in all directions. The 
water department was immediately noti- 
fled, but it was more than 40 minutes be- 
fore the supply could be shut. off and 
steps taken to repair the break. 

Policeman Stinger, the driver of the 
police automobile patrol, was standing 
on the corner of Ninth and Chestnut 
streets when the break was first no- 
ticed. He observed the top covering of 
the bituminous macadam moving and 
writhing under the pressure, and he 
was astonished beyond belief. He 
thought of the San Francisco earth- 
quake, and was expecting to hear the 
rumble of some subterranean disturb- 
ance. 

In a moment the water ripped its way 
through the street and then the cause 
was apparent. Stinger promptly tele- 
phoned the water department, and took 
his stand to prevent” traffic on thre 
street. 
Pavement Is Torn Up. 

The water spread for half a block un- 
der the top covering of the street, rais- 
ing the thick coating as -high ag two 
feet in places before the water forced 
its way through. Then the size of the 
streams steadily increased and _ the 
number of breaks in the street became 
more frequent. 

A spectator could not tell where the 
break was. The water flowed through 
the surface of the street as from a 
hundred springs. The largest opening 
was on the siuth side of the street, in 
front of the new store building of N. 
O. Nelson & Co. The opening ripped 
here was about 18 inches long and 
eight inches wide. The water boiled up 
through this hole about a foot and then 
flowed westward. 

The sewer openings at the corners of 
the streets on both sides of Chestnut 
street at Eighth and Ninth streets were 
not large enough to cawy away the 
water and it swirled around in a rapid 
stream and sought outlets at more dis- 
tant points. 

The water poured in a perfect forrent 
into the basement of the new Nelson 
Building, doing great damage. The 
basement was filled with lead and iron 
goods, and much of the stock was dam- 
aged. It was feared the rushing water 
might weaken the foundation, though 
all of the sewers were opened, and the 
water at no time attained a greater 
depth than six inches in the basernent. 

Several Biocks Affected. 

The district affected by the break ex- 
tends from Chestnut and Fourteenth 
streets east to Seventh street, and on 
Tenth street from Chestnut street to 
Pine street. The users of water for 
steam-making purposes were notified of 
the break, and were told that the sup- 
ply would be temporarily shut off. The 


elevators in the Lincoln Trust Building | 


and the Wainwright Buildéng obtain 
their supply from the Seventh street 
main and were not put out of commis- 
sion by the shutting off of the water, 

Commissioner Ben Atkins of the Wa- 
ter Department sent his men out to shut 
off the water. There are 10 valves in 
the district that were shut off. It re- 
quired two men to close each valve and 
it was nearty an hour before the last 
valve was closed and the water ceased 
to Sse! through the pipes. 

Mr. Atkins said that the damace 
would be temporarily repaired so that 
by 5 p. m. Tuesday the users of water 
could resume. 

No one in the street department can 
account for the break. Mr. Atkins said 
the main had been in for many years. 
He said it was down in 1886, when he be- 
came attached to the Water Depart- 
ment, and he has nip idea how long be- 
fore. Breaks like this, he said, were 
unaccountable. The pressure in the 
main was 45 pounds to the square inch,

PITTSBURG, Pa., Aug. 14.—Papers of

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WITNESS SCORED. 
BY MAS, ATKINS 


She Denies Man’s Charge That 
She Spoke of Drowning 
Baby. 


Mrs. Mary C. Atkins, with her black 
eyes flashing, pointed at George Joselyn 
in the Coroner's office Tuesday morning 
after he had. testified to hearing her 
say she thought of drowning her 13- 
months-old child and shouted: 

“You are a liar and a wife-beater. 
You drove your wife to all but kill her- 
self.’’ 

Detective Dooley remonstrated with 
the woman and quieted her. 

Deputy Coroner Lloyd had reopened 


the inquest into the death of little Ha- 
zel Atkins, who was tiound lying face 
downward in four inches of water on 
the bank of the Mississippi at the foot 
of Catalan street, Carondelet. 

The Atkins family lived in a tent 
close to the spot where the child was 
found. The tent was pitched on top 
of a high bank of rough slag and cin- 
ders. The child, was unable to walk 
much. When fotind its body bore no 
scratches and anly the upper part of 
its clothing was wet. The postmortem 
showed that drowning caused death. 
“At the inquest Monday ‘the verdict 
was: “Found drowned, whether by acci- 
dent or at the hands of parties un- 
knewn to the jury cannot be ascer- 
tained.” 

How the 13-months-old child escaped 
from its mother’s arms at 3 o'clock in 
the morning, got out of the tent, the 
opening of which was tied and closed 
with a suitcase, got down to the river 
bank unscratched and was drowned In J 
four inches of water was left a mys- 
tery. 

Father's Partner Accused. 

At one time in her distracted talk,’ fol- 

lowing the finding of the child’s body, 
the mother accused George Joselyn of 
Venice, with whom Harry Atkins, the 
father. had recently been in partnership 
as a fisherman, of, having taken the 
child from the tent and drowned it. 
. It was shown at the inquest that this 
wowld have been impossible without 
arousing the watchdog or awakening 
one of the four aqgult occupants of the 
7x7 tent. 

George Joselyn reported at — police 
headquarters late Monday and Deputy 
Coroner Lloyd reopened the inquest to 
hear his testimony. ‘

PAINTINGS BOGUS, 
SAYS MINE OWNER

Buyer Worth $250,000 De- 
clares He Was Deceived as 
to Art Works. 


E. T. Webb, a wealthy mine owner of 
Carthage and Webb City, Mo., has filed 
suit in the Circuit Court for $5000 dam- 
ages against M. Alfred Newhouse of 5431 
Cabanne avenue, charging that 23 oil 
paintings and water colors sold him by 
Newhouse were not what the latter 
represented them to be, and that New- 
house refused to buy them back and 
sell them for Webb ata profit. He al- 
leges that Newhouse contracted to.do 
this if Webb desired him to. 

The petition states that Feb. 27, 1904, 
Webb and Newhouse entered into a con- 
tract whereby Webb was to pay New- 
house $415 in part consideration of the 
delivery of four oil paintings, purporting 
to be the work of German and Englisa 
masters. 

The paintings, as named in the peti- 
tion, are: One original oil painting, ‘‘In 
the Royal Reserves, Lake Constance,’’ 
represented to have been painted by 
William C. Eisen of Stuttgart; one orig- 
inal water color painting, ‘The Mail 
Coach Route, Black Forest,’ by the 
same painter; one original water color 
painting, ‘‘The Old Cottage or Home- 
stead near Stuttgart,’’ represented to 
have been painted by Eisen; one orig- 
inal water color painting, ‘‘At Kenil- 
worth,”’ represented to have been paint- 
ed by John Falkner of London. 

Webb alleges in his petition that New- 
house agreed and contracted that at 
any time within seven months from the 
date of sale he, Newhouse, ,would, at 
the request of Webb, sell the paintings 
for a total of $1100, with an allowance 
of 60 days for the sale. 


Says They Were Copies. 
Webb also charges that Newhouse 
agreed to pay the cost of framing and 


other similar expenses before the sale 
for Newhouse was made. ‘ 
He charges in his petition that New- 
house. also. .agreed to sell for him 19 
other paintings in oil and water color, 
bought .of Newhouse by Webb betore 
the purchase of the last four. Only two 








yaintings, bought by Webb from New- 
Soman eake caoeeed, Webb states—on-. 
called ‘“‘Deserted’”’ and the other “Ea 
and Grow Fat.’ These 19, Webb al* 
leges, Newhouse promised to sell for’ 
him at a profit of more than 00 per cent.

what they expected me to. As long as 
they needed me as a witness they treat- 
ed me ali right. My hote! bill was paid, 
and I was provided for. But now that 
they don’t seem to want me any more 
they tell me to get ont. 

“They told me in February that they 
were through with me and I could go 
wherever I wanted to. My sister in 
California ‘wanted me to come to her 
and I went. I wanted to become a nurse 
and had a prospect of getting into one 
of the hospitals.

“Turned Down” by City Clerk, 
Woman Is Victorious in 
Council. 





CLERK’S SON DEFEATED 





» Will Continue to Keep 
Death’ Records. 


Miss Katherine Bowe, assistant to Spe- 
cial Tax Collector Charles G. Derleth of 
East St. Louis, will have to hear herself 
called *‘The Diplomat’’ for days to come 
as a result of the unanimous vole cast 
Monday in her favor by the City Coun- 
cil of East St. Louis, with the entire ap- 
proval of Mayor Cook, in regard to the 
allowing of her salary. 

Miss Bowe's salary as the Tax Col- 
lector’s assistant is paid by Mr. Derleth 
himself from his saiary. The woman's 
salary is $15 a month, which Miss Bowe 
has earned heretofore by keenving the 
mortuary records for City Clerk Will-. 
jams and doing necessary typewriting 
for his department. 

City Clerk Williams decided that he 
would not have Miss Bowe do this work 
last’ April and gave it to a clerk. He 
has given her no work since that time, 
but, since she has always been ready 
to do whatever was asked of her, the 
City Council agreed that she should be 
paid her salary. It refused to allow the 
clerk's hire. 

Miss Bowe for several years has held 
the position of assistant to the special 
ta:: collector regardless of the fact that 
the main office has been occupied by 
men of different political parties. 

Her Office Sunny Place. 

Her office in the City Hall is always 
counted a sunny place. Miss Bowe con- 
siders herself not a diplomat, but mere- 
ly a young woman who takes proper 
care of her business interests. 

“It will be five years in October since 
I began taking care of the mortuary 
records and doing typewriting for. the 
City Clerk,’’ she told a Post- patch 
reporter. ‘“‘Since then there has been 
a change in administrations, but when 
Mayor Cook was elected to succeed 
Mayor Stephens, he said, ‘Continue just 
as you have hitherto, Miss Bowe.’ 

“The salary of $15 a month was paid 
to me from the City Treasury. Some 
days the typewriting amounted to con- 
siderable work, since I made copies of 
all. the ordinances. I reported to the 
City Clerk each morning at 9 o'clock fOr 
the mortuary records. Mr. Williams was 
not in office when I began, but he and I 
had no differences. I have heard him 
speak in complimentary language of my 
work. 

“For two days after the April election 
there were no deaths. The third day 
there was one death. I went in the City 
Clerk's office to make recorg of that 
and he said, ‘I shall do that work my- 
self after this.’ 1 said nothing, but left 
the room. 

“{ reported the fact that Mr. Will- 
jams intended to do his own work to 
one in authority and returned to my du- 


Advised to File Claim. 

‘“T didn’t know whether to ask for 
salary or not, since 1 was not let 
work, but men who knew about the 
case advised me to file my claim. I 
did so. The matter has been up for 
consideration for some time, and 
naturally caused Ss 

“I was surprised to see the interest 
taken in it. It was explained to me 
that Mr. Williams was having work 
done by an assistant, his son. Those 
who explained said that if I was 
‘ready to do the work there was no 
necessity for the assistant and when 
a bill for clerk hire for the son was 
presented to the City Council, it was 
not allowed.” 

An East St. Louis alderman said: | 
“We want Miss Bowe to do that} 
work. We are unanimous in the mat- 
ter and the Mayor is with us. Her 
back salary has been allowed. We 
can't help the fact that Mr. Williams 
insists upon doing work that he need 
not do. Miss Bowe will continue to 
assist him when he permits her to 
do 80," 

City Clerk Williams is a candidate 
for County Clerk at the coming elec- 
tion on the Democratic ticket.

NEW YORK. Aug. 14.—If half that 
has been told United States District At- 
torney Carmody is true there will be 
amusement in plenty when “The Wid- 
ow” is placed on triali—and one or two 
St. Louis men will have told how, when 
they sought a wife, they found a confi- 
dence game. 

The ‘widow’ is Mrs. Bina F. Ver- 
rault, or “‘Miss Hamilton,” or 
aliases, and she has been using the 
mails ostensibly in search of a husband. 
There is a story that among the many 
letters found in the woman's house 
several came from St. Louls men. The'‘r 
names have not been revealed. 

Leo Kiester of the Mutual Life Insur- 
ance Co. told the prosecutor that he 
gave $4500. to Mrs. Verrault. This hap- 
pened in about the same Way that 
James B. McClellan, a Philadelphian, 
parted with $2800. Kiester had heard of 
McClellan's affair and he wanted to give 
corroborative evidence. 

So impressive was the story told by 
Kiester that Mr. Carmody speedily had 
a second warrant issued for Mrs. Ver- 
rault’s arrest. She outwitted a deputy 
marshal sent to her house at 323 West 
Eighty-second street. and is believed to 
have left town. 

Her young husband, George T. Ver- 
rault, smarting in the memory of the 
horsewhipping she gave him a year 
ago, called on Mr. Carmody to tell all 
he knew of the woman's past life.

They took up their abode at Onset Bay.

Diss de Bar married Jackson, her 
present husband, under the name of 
Edith Lelitha, Countess Landsfelt and 
Baroness Rosenthal.

Mr. J. Brooks Johnson has given the Post-Dis- 
patch interesting interviews on the subject of High 
Finance in St. Louis coupled with naive reports of his 
own successful efforts to checkmate the schemes of 
high financiers to “do” the innocent and ignorant 
outsiders and to take all the fat for themselves. 
Mr. Johnson’s labors have been directed to the dem- 
onstration that minority stockholders have rights 
which the high financier must respect when the 
stock is inithe hands of a man as smart and rich as 
the financier, and that judgments for damages can- 
not be juggled out of existence by a consolidation 
deal when the juggling trick is played en a man who 
knows the trick.

ANARCHISTS OF HIGH DEGREE. 

Anarchy was exemplified by the Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit Co. when it defied an order of the court to 
stop charging double fares on the Coney Island line, 
and brought on a riot. 

When the head of a labor union disregards the 
orders of the court, he is promptly clapped into jail 
and we hear a great, outcry about anarchy and the 
need of a stricter enforcement of law and order. At 
such times the loudest noise is made by people like 
the Brooklyn Rapid Transit worthies. But it is an- 
other matter when the order is directed against them. 
In this case they practiced the anarchy which they 
denounced when Debs was the offender. 

Equality before the law is the rule in this country. 
But it is a rule more honored'in the breach than in 
the observance when the court seeks to impose it 
upon the Brooklyn Rapid Transit Co..and other like- 
minded anarchists. Their notion is that a-rule ‘is a 
good rule only when it does not work both ways. 
The inevitable consequence is, assaults, riots and gen- 
eral confusion like that which disturbed the peace of 
a quarter of a million people on Long Island last 
Sundey. 

‘These are the dangerous anarchists; the men who, 
accumulating vast wealth by means of specia! priv- 
ileges, come to regard themselves as exempt from the 
ordinary law, “dwelling in a world apart,” as Mr. 
William Nelson Cromwell expressed it in an address 
to a group of minority stockholders, “higher law” 
men as Andy Hamilton describes them, or “agents 
of Providence” according to the pious opinion of Mr. 
Geo. F. Baer. 

One law for all with no exemptions or exceptions 
—a law for rich and poor alike. Anarchists of high 
as well as low degree must be taught this elementary 
rule, even if it becomes necessary to send them to 
jail.

Municipal Ownership. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The principle of ownership by munici- 
palities of public utilities is not want- 
ing in the laws of Missouri. 

By provisions of the Revised Statutes 
of the State, of 1899, cities of the first, 
second, third and fourth classes and 
towns and villages, and cities under 
Speciai charters are authorized and em- 
powered to own and operate water 


works, gas, electric and other light 
plants and power pens. The provisions 
as to ownership of land within or with- 
out the city and incurring indebtedness 
for these purposes are, generally speak- 
ing, the same. It is also proviaed that 
cities owning water works may supply 
other municipalities with water. 

By an act of the Legislature of ee 
all cities, towns and villages havin 
population of less than 30,000 inha 
ants, whether organized under peso 
law or special charter, in addition to 
above utilities, are authorized and em- 
pores to own and operate steam heat- 
ng plants, telephone plants or ex- 
changes, conduit systems, vther public 
utilities whatever. 

At the session of the Legislature of 
1905 the bill was passed which authorizes 
cities of over 100,000 inhabitants to own 
and operate bridges and tunnels for 
public uses. It is under this bill, it is; 
hoped, St. Louis will have a free bridge. 

Also at the session of 190 I introduced 
House Bill No. 746, authorizing and em- 
powering any city, town, village or 
county to own and operate any and all 
kinds of railroads within or without Its 
boundaries. This bill was engrossed and 
was on the calendar for passage when 
the session adjourned. Its enactment 
into law would have extended the prin- 
ciple of municipal ownership to all 
means of transportation, completing the 
law as to municipal ownership of pub- 
lic utilities, excepting heating plants, tel- 
opens plants and conduit systems in 

ties of over 39,000 inhabitants, 

There is no advanced ground on mu- 
nicipal ownership of pwhblic utilities on 
which eithes Gov. Folk or even extreme 
Socialists can stand !n Missourl.: But 
the Governor's idea of a State Commis- 
sion of Municipal Public Utillties is ad- 
vance ground ‘where angels fear to 
tread.’ Where have the pre-election 
declarations of home rule of the Gov- 
ernor any place in such a scheme? It 
is reported that he also favors a State 
Board of Control of the Etee ynary 
Institutions and a State Excise Commis- 
sion and Constabulary, There will be 
some real work in behalf of the people 
in the next session of the Legislature 
to be done if the Governor shall at- 
tempt to put into law his ideas of con- 
centration of all rule and power in him- 
self and his bureaucracy. The. people 
will never submit to legislation whose 
only result would be the creation of a 
despotic personal political machine and 
the deprivation of self-government of 

lities.

Government Inspection 
of Fruit, 


The fourth annual meeting of the 
American Apple Growers’ Congress be- 
@an Tuesday at the Planters Hotel and 
will continue throughout Wednesday. 
HH. M. Dunlap of Savoy, Ill., is the pres- 
ident of the congress. Two hundred 
Gelegates from various parts of the 
United States are in attendance and 50 
more are expected. Missouri, which 
stands second in rank of apple-produc- 
ing states, is well represented. 

Although official statistics of the crop 
in the United States have not yet been 

repared by Congress, Secretary’ T. 

. Wilson of Hannibal, Mo., said Tues- 
day that the crop this year was larger 
than in many years and the quality of 
the apple better than in sometime. The 
estimate of Secretary Wilson places the 
crop at a basis of 65 or 70 per cent, which 
is said to be unusually large. 

The estimate of the shippers’ conven- 
. tion, recently held in Chicago, places 
the crop at 80 per cent in the United 
States and 65 per cent in Missouri. Sec- 
retary Wilson says that the Missouri 
crop probably will be 60 per cent, esti- 
mating the crop in his section of the 
State, which is around Hannibal, at 

recent. The Arkansas crop is said to

certainly dominates his environment. 
You're a little bit fearful, indeed, that 
his dominance is too hard for so gentle 
an art—but this fear vanishes when 
Franko himself takes his own fiddle, 
— it under his chin and begins play- 
ng. 

For then you remember the Franko 
whom you heard as the first violin of 
the Metropolitan Opera House Orchestra 
when Maurice Grau was head of that 
superb organization, the Franko who 
has won distinction as first violin and 
concert master under the greatest con- 
ductors this country has ever seen—and 
you know that the Alps Orchestra is 
safe to attain eminently good results un- 
der his baton. Comes to you, also, the 
recollection of his leadership of the Met- 
ropolitan Orchestra last Holy Week in 
St. Louis, when he condueted two of 
the five operas then produced under the 
Conreid management, and you are en- 
tirely reassured. After that you study 
the man without apprehension. 

There's one of Franko’s tricks that 
reminds you of Creatore—the way in 
which he ‘reaches out”’ for individual 
players at criticar moments, ‘lifting 
them up” to their best by a distinctly 
personal appeal. It’s a curious sort of 
beckoning with the fingers, the hand 
stretched forth obviously toward one 
than, its invitation tensely irresistible— 
and it attains its purpose. Taken in 
conjunction with the man’s more gen- 
eral watchfulness of the great human 
organ upon which he ig ee as its mas- 
ter-spirit, his close and intimate direc- 
tion of strings and brasses and wood- 
wind instruments, it’s all having a 
marvelous effect on the work of the 
Alps players. They’re keyed up to 
their highest achievement—and = they 
“stay keved’’ with Franko’s | slender, 
black-garbed figure in their front. 

Don't imagine—if you haven't already 
seen for yourself—that the new leader 
is acrobatic, after the manner of some 
whom we've studied in the past. He 
may pose ju t a little; he becomes fer- 
vent and vehement at times, but he 
doesn't ‘“‘skin the cat’’ or ‘‘do the giant 
swing’’ or make anything like an ani- 
mated windmill of himself, and it'll 
never be necessary for him to change 
his shirt during each intermission, as 
they say Mascagni did. And every 
now and then, as already set forth, he 
himself becomes a player, and you learn 
—{f you haven't already learned—that 
he’s in the class of great fiddlers. At 
rare moments, too, he figures as a vio- 
lin soloist, as in his exquisite interpre- 
tation of Saint-Saens’ ‘‘Le Deluge’’ Sun- 
day night, whereupon delight fills the 
souls of the musically elect. 

Monday night's program at. the 
Alps was rich in pleasing numbers 
and Franko was received by his 
audience with a friendliness born of 
his initial hit of the adage | even- 
ing.

Board of Equalization Found 


Many Discrepancies on St. 
Louis Rolls; 











Attorney-General] Hadley asserted to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter at the South- 
ern Hotel Tuesday that the property of 
Public service corporations in Missouri, 
including steam and street railroads, 
bridges, telegraph and telephone com- 
panies, is assessed this year on the 
Same basis as is real and personal 
property in St. Louis and other large 
cities of the State: * 

It has been the custom of the State 
Board of Equalization to fix the valua- 
tion of public utility corporations at 
about one-third of their value. Accord- 
ing to President John O’Brien of the St. 
Louis Board of Assessors, St. Louis 
prperty Owners are taxed on a basis of 
approximately 60 per cent of their 
holdings. 

Mr. Hadley, who by virtue of his of- 
fice is a member of the Missouri Equali- 
zation Board, said that the board took 
into consideration the low valuations of 
St. Louis property when it levied as- 
Sessments for purposes of taxation 
against the great. public service corpor- 
ations. 

“The result of the State Board’s work 
for this year, which has just been an- 
nounced, shows we added $10,000,000 to 
the assessed valuations of those cor- 
porations,’’ said the Attorney-General. 
To the assessment of the United Rail- 
ways Co. of St. Louis we added nearly 
$1,000,000, while the Terminal Railroad 
will have to pay taxes on $1,200,000 more 
than it did last year. 

“The aggregate worth of these cor- 
porations as computed by the board for 
taxation is $148,000,000. That represents 
an increase of about $20,000,000 over two 
years ago, when the present State Ad- 
ministration came into power 

“After careful inquiry the boara con- 
cluded that St. Louis property was as- 
sessed far below its actual value. In 
fact, the rate here is not higher than 
33 1-3 per cent. We found that manu- 
facturing plants and business establish- 
ments generally are assessed below 
their actual value and rather out of pro- 
portion to the home owners. The fF me 
owners pay materially more than tl. 
wealthy downtown neighbors. 

“This is true also of Kansas City, St. 
Joseph and other cities. In the interior 
district the assessment is even lower. I 
should say that farm property is as- 
sessed at from 20 to 30 per cent of its 
value. 


Millions Escape Taxation. 


“Tt is a fact that millions and millions 
of dollars escape taxation in Missouri. 
The State Board aimed to make just and 
wrarsich Si. 9 assessments and not to dis- 
criminate in favor of any corporation. 
For instance, we found that the Bur- 
lington road—which appears to have had 
a political pull in this State in the recent 
past—was not assessed at its true valu- 
tion. We increased: the Burlington’s 
assessment $800,000, 

“These figures ‘cover the fiscal year 
ending June, 1906. Since then many of 
these corporations have shown an in- 
creased valuation, as in the case of the 
United Railways Co., whose common 
stock has almost doubled in value with- 
in the past eight months.”’

While in prison Hayes 
formed the acquaintance of Harry Clay- 
ton, a burglar. Clayton, was released 
several months ago and the last Hayes 
heard of him he was under arrest in St. 
Louis. 

Saved by Mother’s Picture. 

On his way back to his home in Chi- 

cago Hayes thought he would drop off 


in St. Louis and 
chum. He was so green in crook affairs 
that he went to police headquarters and 
inguired for Clayton. 

In looking over Hayes’ effects Chief 
Desmond ran across the picture of a 
grayhaired woman. 

‘“‘Whose picture is this?’ 
Chief. 

‘That's my mother’s,’’ said Hayes. 

That picture probably was all that 
saved Haves from being hocked up. The 
Chief told him he would have to catch 
the first train for Chicago and cau- 
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considered. The street railway consoli- 
dation act of 1899 authorizes the United 
Railways Co. to acquire all the street 
railroad companies it wants in the city 
of St. Louis, irrespective of whether the 
lines so purchased are independent or 
competing. 

“Until I have made a careful inquiry 
into the matter, I would be unable to 
say whether it is up to the State or to 
the protesting stockholders to take ac- 
tion to prevent the merger. 

‘How about the reduction of street- 
car fares? Could that be done by spe- 
cial act of the Legislature?’ 

“I think so. Five cents is the maxi- 
mum fare fixed by the statute. If the 
charter of the United Railways Co. 
originated in the Municipal Assembly, 
then that body would have the right to 
regulate rates. But this question of 
rates is one that inherently lies with 
the Legislature.’”’ 


Trust Question Paramount. 


Mr. Hadley said that he intendea to 
make a number of speeches during the 
fall campaign. The line of demarca- 
tion, he added, is not great in the issues 
presented this year by the Republican 
and Democratic parties. : 

“IT suppose the trust question will be 
paramount to all_others,’’ he said. In 
Missouri we need a law that will send 
the trust barons to Jail when they vio- 
late the law. The Missouri Legislature 
has done nothing in the last 20 years 
towards the enactment of such a stat- 
ute. Our anti-trust law merely imposes 
a fine on the corporations failing to live 
up to the law. 

“All the states around us have drastic 
laws covering such offenses. I shall ad- 
voeate the enactment of such a law 
from the stump. Besides, it is part of 
the Republican State platform. The 
Democratic platform makes no such 
pledge to the people. 

“TI believe Missouri is a genuinely 
doubtful State, and the Republicans are 
going to win this year. The battle will 
be fought largely on Bryan's person- 
ality and the results achieved by the 
Roosevelt administration. It will be a 
contest of performance against prom- 
ise. \ 

Roosevelt the Issue. 

“It is too early to say whether Presi- 
dent Roosevelt will be nominated again. 
But whether he is or nét his administra- 
tion will be a feature of the Republican 
campaign in every State in the Union. 

“The Republicans have nominated an 
excellent State ticket and it ought to 
win. I don't see much Democratic en- 
thusiasm anywhere. On the other hand, 
the Republicans are united and confi- 
dent of victory.”

LABOR MAKES A 
GOOD SHOWING 


Statistics Show an Increase of 
Earnings for 1905 Over 
Preceding Year. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—An 'investi- 
gation by the 
wages and hours of labor during the 
year 190 show that the average wages 
per hour in the principal manufacturing 
and mechanical industries of the coun- 
try were 16 per cent higher than in 


1904; that the average hours of labor 
per week remained the same as in 1904, 
and that 6.5 per cent more persons were 
employed in the establishments investi- 
gated. 

As thefe was no reduction ifn the aver- 
age hours of labor per week,:the aver- 
age weekly earnings per employe were 
l.o per cent higher than In 1904. 

The purchasing power of hourly wages 
and aiso of weekly earnings per efii- 
ploye as measured by retail prices of 
the # articles of food. was, it is de- 
clared, 1 per cent higher in 19% than 
in 1904. 

The report says: “As there was an 
increase in the number of employes as 
well as in the weekly earnings per em- 
ploye, there was a considerable increase 
in. the weekly earnings of all employes; 
or in other words, in the amount of the 
weekly pay rolls. This increase was & 
per cent In the establignments investi- 
gated.”

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EAST ST. LOUIS HAS 
A LID YET, 
POLICE ARE UNPAID 


THOUGH 





_According to the East St. Louis City 
Council, East St. Louis has no police 
department, and has had none since 
July 22, the day the “lid’’ went on. 
The insurgents so expressed themselves 
at Monday’s meeting when, by a vote 
of 10 to 4, they passed an order declar- 
ing that the Police Department of the 
city is not recognized by the Council, 
and refused to vote the salaries of all 
pdlice and members of the department 
due since July 22. 

In addition to this, the insurgents 
passed a new ordinance, repealing part 
of the dramshop ordinance and amend- 
ing it. This ordinance was introduced 
by Councilman Kolb, who {s agent for 
a St. Louis brewery. It is intended to 
take from Mayor Cook the power to 
revoke saloon licenses and to give the 
Council sole power to issue and revoke 
licenses. 

Since the “lid’’ was put on by Mayor 
Cook, he has threatened to revoke the 
licenses of saloon men who violate the 
Sunday closing law. This ordinance is 
designed to take that power from him. 
him. 

As a further step to do away with 
the ‘did,”’ ‘Insurgent Kolb also presented 
an ordinance repealing the Sunday clos- 
ing law, accompanied by a petition pre- 
sented to him by the representatives of 
the saloons and brewers, which they 
say contains 3103 names, asking for the 
law's repeal. 

The petiton was a huge bundle, 240 
feet long, and Was a combinaton of sev- 
eral hundred petitions which have re- 
cently been circulated from the bars of 
Bast St. Louis saloons. The ordinance 
was referred to the Committee on Or- 
dinances for a report at the next meet- 


ing of the Council. 


Saloon Men Gratified. 


More than 100 gsalnon keeners and 
brewery agents attended the Council 
meeting. and frequent animated  whis- 
perea conversations took place between 
them and the insurgents. 

As soon as the amendments passed the 
saloonkeepers, with smiles on § their 
countenances, left the Council Cham- 


r. 

When the claims and salaries bill was 
pa , all being paid excepting that of 
the police department after July 2. the 
four Cook aldermen had a lively tilt 
with the insurgents.

Regartless of the Council's action ig- 
noring them and notifying them that 
they were not recognized, the members 
of the police department were on duty 
Tuesday. Chief Purdy held his office 
and issued the orders to the officers and 
Lieut. Doyle acted as Night Chief until 
Purdy appeared. They are willing to 
take their chances in getting paid. 

Mayor Cook said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Tuesday: “The members of 
the Council need not worry about my 
signing vouchers for the pay of city of- 
ficials before the salaries are ordered 
paid by the Council. As I told the Al- 
dermen during Monday's meeting, they 
had passed a similar order sometime 
ago, ordering me not to sign such 
vouchers and refusing to recognize 
Purdy as Chief of Police. 


“The only reason I see for duplicat- 
ing these orders and long-winded ordi- 
nances is to furnish an immense amount 
of printing for their official organ and 
to run wp enormous printing bills to be 

aid by the city. I notice that J. w. 

irk was at the meeting yesterday di- 
recting the insurgents.
